2011 Highlights 

• BSS completed Street / Sidewalk Improvements on Century Blvd. between 
Aviation and La Cienega Blvds. 

• After going through an RFP process for the Ocean Express operation we 
extended the current contract for another year because ridership was down 
for the 1 st half of the year and we didn't want to make any operational 
changes until ridership stabilizes. 

• Celebrated the 10 th Anniversary of opening our Office on Century Blvd. 

• Purchased 28 trash recycling receptacles which we hope to have installed 
by year-end 

• ULI-Technical Assistance Panel convened at the request of Councilman 
Rosendahl to provide strategic advice on land-use and real estate 
development in the Gateway to L.A. area.

7. Metro Green Line to LAX Comment Letter - Action Item 

John Howland of Cerrell Associates presented the draft comment letter regarding proposed 
routes to connect the Green Line to LAX. The recommended comments by Gateway to L.A. 
included: 

• Optimal method for transporting passengers into LAX is a dedicated Automated People 
Mover (APM) 

• No system down Century Blvd. 

• An APM route should run along 98 th Street and have multiple stops 

• Metro should explore partnership opportunities with the Gateway to LA PBID 
businesses. 

• Metro and LAWA should coordinate their efforts.
